telephone network comprising: 

accepting a first signal at the first transceiver; 

transmitting a first transmitted signal that encodes control information in the first 
signal from the first transceiver to the second transceiver over the two-wire telephone network in 
a first range of frequencies in the high frequency band; 

receiving the first transmitted signal at the second transceiver; 

providing the control information to a source of information; 

accepting at the second transceiver a second signal from the source of 

information; 

transmitting a second transmitted signal that encodes information in the second 
signal from the second transceiver to the first transceiver over the two-wire telephone network in 
a second range of frequencies in the high frequency band; 

preventing transmission of signals in the high frequency band from the two-wire 
telephone network to telephone equipment coupled to the two-wire telephone network, including 
preventing transmission of the second transmitted signal to the second telephone equipment; 

receiving the second transmitted signal at the first transceiver; and 

providing information in the second signal from the first transceiver to a

transmitting a second transmitted signal that encodes information in the second 
signal from the second transceiver to the first transceiver over the two-wire telephone network in 
a second range of frequencies in the high frequency band; 

preventing transmission of signals in the high frequency band from the two-wire 
telephone network to telephone equipment coupled to the two-wire telephone network, including 
preventing transmission of the second transmitted signal to the second telephone equipment; 

receiving the second transmitted signal at the first transceiver; and 

providing information in the second signal from the first transceiver to a
